To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the  Borough  of  Hedon. 

Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1970° 

The  Registrar  General's  figures  for  the  year  1970  indicate  a mid-year 
population  of  2,600,  the  same  figure  as  last  year. 

During  the  year  there  were  42  births  and  35  deaths  compared  with  32  births 
and  39  deaths  last  year.  The  adjusted  birth  rate  for  the  Borough  of  l8.5 
comx)ares  with  the  national  birth  rate  of  16.0  per  1000  population  and  an 
adjusted  death  rate  of  11.7  compares  with  a national  death  rate  of  11.7  per 
1000  population.  There  were  no  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age. 

On  infectious  diseases,  measles  was  outstanding,  34  cases  being  notified. 
All  but  one  of  the  cases  were  of  children  under  ten  years  of  age  and  occurred 
during  the  months  of  July  and  August.  The  outbreak  was  in  keeping  with  similar 
outbreaks  in  adjacent  districts. 

The  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Borough  have  been  set  out  by  the  Chief 
Public  Health  Inspector  and  few  changes  occurred  during  the  year.  Water  supply, 
sewage  disposal  and  refuse  collection  continued  as  in  previous  years. 

With  regard  to  housing,  32  closing  or  demolition  orders  wore  made  on  unfit 
houses  and  4 individual  houses  were  made  fit.  Forty- two  new  houses  were  built 
by  the  Corporation. 

Food  premises  continued  to  have  routine  inspections. 

In  presenting  my  report,  may  I express  my  thanks  to  the  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector,  Mr.  Dyson,  for  his  work  during  the  year  and  also  to  the  Chairman  and 
Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  constant  interest  and  support.

HOLDEBNESS  HEALTH  DIVISION'S  CO-ORDINATING  COMMITTEE 

Once  every  two  or  three  months  this  Co-ordinating  Committee  under  the 
aegis  of  the  County  Council,  met  in  Beverley  to  co-ordinate  the  work  of  officers 
in  the  district  who  were  concerned  with  the  welfare  of  children.  The  primary 
objects  of  the  Committee  were  the  prevention  of  cruelty  to  children  in  their 
own  homes  and  the  prevention  of  break-up  of  families. 

On  tho  Committee  were  representatives  of  the  County  Children's  Department, 
the  County  Health  Department,  the  School  'Welfare  Department,  the  County  Welfare 
Department,  the  Housing  Managers  of  the  District  Councils,  the  Ministry  of 
Social  Security,  the  National  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children, 
the  Women's  Royal  Voluntary  Service,  the  Police  Force  and  Probation  Officers. 
Your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  his  capacity  as  Divisional  Medical  Officer 
took  the  Chair  at  this  Committee.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR  TOP  THLtll  YEaR  1970 
To  the  Mayor,  Alderman  and  Councillors,  Hedon  Borough  Council. 

Mr.  Mayor , Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I submit  for  your  consideration  and  information  my  report  of  work 
undertaken  in  your  Borough  in  the  field  of  environmental  health  during  1970. 

Fublic  Health  Acts,  1936-61 

Regular  district  inspections  were  maintained  during  the  year  to  ensure 
the  protection  of  your  district  from  conditions  prejudicial  to  health  or  likely 
to  cause  nuisance.  Eighty  inspections  were  made  in  connection  with  matters 
relative  to  the  operation  of  the  above  Acts. 

Water  Supply 

Routine  sampling  of  the  water  supply  provided  by  the  statutory  undertakers, 
Hull  Corporation,  was  maintained,  the  standard  biologically  and  chemically 
generally  proving  satisfactory. 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

Facilities  for  the  reception  and  disposal  of  sewage  functioned  satisfactorily 
throughout  the  year,  and  the  joint  disposal  plant  shared  with  Holderness  Rural 
District  Council,  was  maintained  and  operated  in  a highly  efficient  manner. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

Refuse  collection  on  weekly  basis  was  carried  out  by  means  of  a 10  cubic 
yards  sideloading  collecting  vehicle,  manned  by  a crew  of  3»  including  driver. 

Disposal  of  refuse  was  undertaken  at  the  Haven  Side  tip,  and  in  spite  of 
the  lack  of  adequate  control  equipment,  nuisance  was  contained  at  a minimum. 

Rodent  control  was  satisfactorily  achieved  by  the  assistance  given  by  the 
disinfestation  services  of  the  neighbouring  rural  authority.

Food  Inspection 

a total  of  131  inspections  were  made  of  food  premises  during  the  year,  and 
it  was  pleasing  to  note  that  occupiers  of  food  premises  generally  were  observing 
the  requirements  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations.  It  was  not  found  necessary  to 
make  any  formal  report  to  the  Corporation  on  any  contraventions  of  the 
regulations,  as  adequate  control  was  achieved  by  informal  action  where  required.

No  contraventions  or  complaints  pursuant  to  the  operation  of  this  Act  arose 
within  the  Borough  during  the  year  under  review. 

Infectious  Diseases 

a total  of  12  enquiries  were  made  relative  to  the  control  of  infectious 
disease  and  food  poisoning.

Rodent  disinfestation  was  carried  out  by  Corporation  workmen  as  required 
cand  public  sewers  were  satisfactorily  treated.
